Luis CasUllo, was arrested last 
month in the Philippines. The 
NBI said he has stated under 
quesUoning that he entered 
the Philippines iii February 
under the guise of a FUipino 
deported from the United 
States.

yest«!*day that the Philippine 
agency has not yet made any 
effort to contact Puertb Rican 
authorities about Castillo here.
